SCHOOL REPORT. 


The Treasurer’s report shows the amount of money received by him 
and for what it has been expended. 

With the small amount of money we had this year, we have had 95 
weeks of school, while last year, with eighty dollars more money only 
102 weeks. 


This has resulted from board being given, thus lengthening one term 


five weeks and the wood given for another school, also from a. change 
made in O. §. District, No. 11, by which part of the scholars attended 
adjoining schools. To school the remaining scholars, Mr. Lovering 


fitted up a room, wood and board were given, and thus his children 
and two from near neighbors were schooled ten weeks at a cost to the 


town of only $22.50. (Their proportion of school money, by number 
of scholars, was $22.45.) 

We trust some way may be devised by which every pupil in towncan 
attend, at least, two terms of school another year. 

By an act passed by the Legislature last July, the town is to furnish 
text-books and other supplies used in the public schools. 

From J. W. Patterson, Supt. of Public Instruction, we received a 
circular containing suggestions or directions for properly admi.ister- 
ing this law, which he says will not execute itself, but will require care 
and judgment like other town business. 

Such books and supplies will be the property of the town and are to 
be loaned to the pupils, who are held responsible for their careful use 
and return to the Board at the end of the term or year. The Board of 
Education after determining the kind and number of books which they 
wish, will order the same of the publishers, or their agents, and so se- 
cure to the town the advantage of wholesale prices. On receiving bills 

for such orders, they will be endorsed by the chairman of the Board 
and sent to the selectmen for settlement like other town expenses. 

He calls attention to the want of uniformity in the text-books used 
in many towns in the state, which is injurious to the schools and if al- 
lowed to continue will throw needless expense upon the people. The 
proviso was added to the law to enable the Boards to secure uniformity 
and to get rid of a lot of poor books by substituting better ones. 

In this town two years ago, there was a partial introduction of 
readers and arithmetics, pupils that did not get new readers were us 
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ing very poor ones. There were several different kinds of readers in 
use while some were reading in geographies and others in histories. 
We ascertained as nearly as possible the number of books needed next 
term. 

There were 108 different pupils in reading, and 438 of that number 
are to be supplied with books, and to complete the introduction of 
Whites arithmetic, 33 books are needed. Most of the parents know in 
regard to cost of these books. 

Many of the geographies in use in our schools were printed several 
years ago. Considering the recent changes in our own and other coun- 


_ ties, all will See the necessity of having geographies containing the 


latest facts. We have examined many books, and among them 
three modern spellers, the prices of whichare 13,18 and 25 cents. The 
one for 13 cts, if not the best, is perhaps as well adapted to our schools 
as the one’for 25 cents. About 80 spellers will be needed. Have giv- 
en the number of books and condition of same, thinking the people in 
town may not know in regard to school books in use outside of their 
own school, 

We have some very good scholars in town, showing they have im- 
proved the time spent in the school room. Let us furnish them. with 
as good books and as good teachers as possible. 

While improvements could be made in all our schools not one has 
been a failure. Particular attention should be given to teaching pri- 
mary reading. In three of our schools the pupils were reading natural- 
ly, thus giving correct inflection aud emphasis. In two schools prima- 
ry reading was a mere calling of words. This habit once formed is 
very hard to correct. Children seldom fail to use the voice correctly 
when talking and if the child understands the printed words reading 
willbe but talking from a book.
